An immense crowd was at the sta- 
tion and people packed the sidewalks 
as the funeral party drove through 
the streets of the city. The route led 
by the house in which the financier 
was born and which Was draped to- 
day in black, and by the great marble 
memorial building, recently erected by 
Mr. Morgan in honor of his father, on 
the door of which hung a mourning 
wreath. 

IN THE FUNERAL. 

There were more than fifty car- 
riages in the procession, including 
those of the Mayor of Hartford, the 
Rev. Charles A. Goodwin, a cousin of 
Mr. Morgan's, and other distinguished 
citizens. 

Over the seven feet of earth al- 
lotted to the financier as his last rest- 
ing place there had ‘been erected a 
large grhite tent, church-like in ap- 
pea with a chancel at one end. 
In the center of this chancel was the 
grave, its sides lined with red roses. 
Beyond it, completely covering the 
wall of the tent in brilliant color, 
were heaped the floral tributes—those 
of the family, the German Emperor's 
withered wreath brought from Rome, 
and those of intimate friends. 
When the funeral party arrived, 
Mrs. J. P. Morgan, the widow, lean- 
ing on the arm of her son, was the 
first to enter. Bishop Chauncey L. 
Brewster of Connecticut intoned the 
opening anthem of the Episcopal com- 
mittal as the coffin was 
brought in, followed by the honorary 
pallbearers. 


EARTH TO EARTH. 

“We therefore commit his body to 
the ground, earth to earth, ashes to 
ashes, Gust to dust, looking for the 
general resurrection at the last day 
and the life of the world to come.” 

These were the words with which 
the financier’s body was lowered into 
ite grave at 3:40 o’clock. The Lord's 
prayer was chanted by the mourners, 
and with a benediction the ceremonies, 
lasting ten minutes, were over. 

J. P. Morgan escorted his mother 
to her carriage. ~ Then, while the 
other mourners were driving away, he 
went back, with his son, Junius, and 
stood until they threw the last spade- 
ful of earth on the grave of his 
father. 

On the trip from New York, the 
coffin of the financier rested in a sil- 
ver funeral car. Flags at all the sta- 
tions. passed were at half-mast and 
crowds gathered on each platform. A 
baggage car was completely filled with 
flowers.

After Stimulants. 

{BY CABLE AND A. r. TO THE TIMES.} 

ROME, April 14.—The Pope has 
rallied in a wonderful manter from 
the serious attack from which he suf- 
feted yesterday. He appeared to be 
on the point of death last night, but 
the physicians’ report tonight indi- 
dates that the danger point, for the 
present at least, fas been passed. 

Dr. Amici paid a visit to the sick 
room shortly before midhight. Al- 
though the Pope's temperature 
increased slightly, he found the gen- 
eral condition satisfactory. He ad- 
ministered a heart stimulant, and 
shortly the Pope went to sleep. 

Throughout the day the tempera- 
ture was normal, the pulse remained 
at about 85 and the respiration 26. 
This indicated a considerable amelio- 
ration in the bronchial symptoms, 
which was further shown by easier 
breathing and freedom for long 
periods from cough. ‘ 

TAKES NOURISHMENT. 

In addition the Pope was able to 
take some nourishment and he 
showed much interest in what was 
happening about him. When Prof. 
Marchiafava allowed the Pontiff’s 
nephew to enter the room there was 
an affecting scene. The frail and 
aged Pontiff and the young and 
robust priest embraced tenderly, the 
latter being unable to restrain his 
emotion at finding the Pope so 
changed physically. 

Prof. Marchiafava repeated tonight 
his assurances. that if prudence were 
exercised the Pope would recover. 
He declared that his examination of 
the chest showed that the inflamma- 
tion, which yesterday was marked on 
the left side, has been checked and 
was diminishing, while the bronchial 
sounds were less noticeable. 

TELIS OF HIS DREAM. 

After his afternoon sleep it was 
observed that the Pontiff looked very 
bright and happy. Although he was 
advised not to talk, he insisted on 
explaining how he had just awakened 
from a most wonderful dream. 

He seemed, he said, to have re- 
turned to his beloved Venice. A 
parently he was in his patriarchal 
gondola on the Grand Canal. Every- 
thing was blazing with sunlight, when 
suddenly above St. Marks the skv 
opened and he saw a vision of his 
dead sister Rosa, who, descending to- 
ward him, took his hand, saying: 

“The moment has not yet come for 
you to join me. Your work ig, not yet 
finished.”’ 

POPE'S SISTERS HAPPY. 

The sisters of the Pope and his 
niece,are happy in having the Pope’s 
nephew with them, as he is most 
hopeful for the recovery of the Pon- 
tiff and keeps up their spirits. 
Cardinal Kopp, Archbishop 
Breslau, is expected to arrive soon. 
He has the highest veneration for the 
Pope, and, being deeply affected by

The Important Muskrat Industry. 
{Harper's Weekly:] It is not gen- 
erally known that the muskrat is the 
most important fur-bearing animal of 
North America. In one year alone 
(1910,) 6,000,000 muskrat skins were. 
put upon the market, realizing,to the 
trappers a sum approximately $1,700,- 
000. A large percentage of the musk- 
rat catch ts furnished by the tidewa- 
ter region of Maryland, Delaware 
and New Jersey. In Dorchester coun- 
ty, Maryland, the marshes-are usually 
leased to the trapper for half the 
value of the catch. In that coun 
some 250,000 skins are taken annual. 
ly. Not only the fur of the muskrat 
is used, but the meat also, which finds: 
a local consumption and is shipped 
to Baltimore, Wilmington and other 
cities. It is surprising to learn that 
the financial return exceeds that of 
the large oyster industry of the same 
region. The fur of the black muskrat 
commands the highest price, and in 
Dorchester county some of the 
marshes yield fully one-half of this 
variety.

This was the pertinent re- 
mark of a city official at the City 
Hall yesterday when City Clerk Wilde 
appeared before the Finance Commit- 
tee and asked for a transfer of $390,- 
000 fromethe general fund to the City 
Clerk's election fund in order to 
meet expenses of elections to date, 
and including today’s. 

The Budget Committee appropri- 
ated $50,000 to the election fund at 
the beginning of this fiscal year. It 
has melted away like snow in a 
Southern Caltfornia sun. The trans- 
fer of the $30,000 asked for yester- 
day, and which was recommended by 
the Finance Committee, is only a be- 
ginning, for it is reasonably certain 
that the elections of Los Angeles dur- 
ing the fiscal, year will reach from 
$125,000 to $130,000. 

First came the election on the city 
charter, proposed by the Board of 
Freeholders. Then came the election 
on charter amendments. Today comes 
the bond election. Next follows the 
primary election, and after that the 
general election. The primary elec- 
tion and the incidental preceding ex- 
penses will run up to probably $40,- 
000, and the general election will cost 
about $50,000. 

It costs more than $17,000 to pay 
the election boards and the rental of 
polling places; the mailing of sample 
ballots costs $1750, and all the mei- 
dentals make the average cost of a 
single election on any ordinary Mmeas- 
ure about $20,000.
